I'lio Author ol "Sliainns O'Brien," Which 


Has Made n Hit In New York. 


Gem go H. Jsssnp, tho author of 


"Shanras O'Brien," was for many years 
a •well known figure iu New York life. 
Ho came hero from San Francisco nearly. 
20 years ago and supported himself ty 
writing lor the newspapers and weekly 
periodicals, devoting his spare time to 
dramatic work. 


He "was a contributor to Pnok in its 


early days, and also to Fiction, a weekly 
story paper started by Keppler & 
Sohwaryjnaun and written t>^ H. C. 
Gunner, W. J. Henderson, Towneend 
Percy, R. K. Mtmkittrick, A. E. Wat- 
rous and others of the budding writers 
of that era. Later ho was editor of 
Judge, and it was about this time that 
he came into public notice as a drama- 
tist. 
He 'wrote "Sam'l of Posen," 


"Myles Aroon," "A Gold Mine" and 
many another play that has served its 
purpose with tbo public. 


A few years ugo an English family 


lawyer,'of the kind so frequently seen 
in stngeland, wrote a letter of the kind 
that seldom reach any young men except 
those who figure in tho drama. This let- 
ter informed Mr. Jessup that a relative 
had died and left him a fine property in 
the neighborhood of Dublin and an in- 
come sufficient to maintain it in. suit- 
able style.

He 
is"now a county magistrate, and peas- 
ants of tho kind that abound in hifi plays 
touch their hats to him when he riclaa 
by. To this day ho sometimes wonders 
whether it is all real or whether he is 
one of the characters in a play of his 
0\vii.—New York Journal.

The new Cathedral Of St. John the 


Divine, in New .York, is to have a por- 
ion of the rolio from lona cathedral 
hat is imbedded in the old shrine of 
3t. Andrew's, Willow • Acre, Glasgow;. 
Sishop Potter and the trustees of the 
new cath'edral met in the' see house in 
Jafayette place to receive it from John 
N. Wood, general secretary of 
the 


Brotherhood of St. Andrew, and Silas 
MoBee, vice president of the brother- 
bood. While in Scotland last strainer 
the Rev. Andrew Mitchell, rector of St. 
Andrew's, showed them the relio. They 
suggested at onoe that two pieces be 
chipped from At, one to be, imbedded in 
the altar of the .tiew cathedral and one 
in the altar of th$ new chapel which is 
building at tho tfliiverBity of the South 
atSuwanee. At their instigation, Bish- 
op Potter made a formal request for the 
pieces, which Wai granted. 


It is believed that: the St. Andrew a 


relic from which -these pieces were 
taken is 'the, oiJ^iece cA.thettBtorio 
shrine in. existence.uTKc'relio was taken 
from lona by Dr. Anderson of Edin- 
burgh in 1778, when he visited the 
Hebrides and lona in company with Dr 
Saul Johnson. It lay ticketed. but un 
noticed in the museum of the Anderso 
nian university, Edinburgh, ilritil 1872

The woolgrowera o( the West an 


woolen manufacturers of the East bav 
been holding a conference in Washing 
ton. 
The manufacturers desire tb 


support o" tbe growers to get a highe 
tariff on woolen good»,and the grower 
were anxious to get the support of th 
manufacturers for a high, tariff on 
wool The growers insisted on 12 cent 
per pontid on unwashed wool and 8 
cents per pound on scoured wool. The 
manufacturers would not agree to tha 
schedule and tbe conference adjourned 
without result. 


The 
woolen 
manufacturers 
ar 


tolerably well satisfied with tbe Wilson 
tariff bill. They can get wool iq the 
seaport cities as cheap aa it can be pur 
chased in London or Antwerp and they 
tiro protected by a tariff from foreign 
competition. When the homo tbarkei 
is supplied tbe woolen manufacturers 
of tbe United States can compete with 
English 
manufacturers 
in 
foreign 


markets. If tbe MoKinley tariff is re- 
stored they cannot do that, and neither 
can they make us much profit on wbai 
they sell at homo, unless tbe tariff on 
woolen goods is increased. They fear 
that Congress rill not be disposed to 
make tbe artificial price, which it is 
proposed to place on woolen goods, 
too high as the people might rebel and 
therefore might consent to the restora- 
tion of the MoKinley tariff on wool. 


The cattlemen have not yet been 


heard from on the bide 
business, 


though it is known that they will in- 
sist on a specific dnty on hides, which 
are now on the free list, and as no 
argument has been advanced in favor 
of a tariff on wool that does not apply 
with equal force to a tariff on bides, 
they will want to know why one should 
be protected and the other placed on 
the free list. 


THE OKKGON 
LKGISLATl UK. 


Whatever may be said of the Nevada 


Legislature it cannot compare in dila 
toriness with that of Oregon. 
Tbe 


webfeet statesmen have been in session 
thirty-two of the forty days to which 
sessions are limited and it has not yet 
organized. 
The gold men have a large 


majority in the House, but they can 
not agree upon a Speaker, BO they have 
accomplished nothing, though they 
have attempted to run two branches of 
the Assembly, neither 
of which is 


recognized by the Senate or the Execu- 
tive Department. 


The constitution of Oregon does not 


limit the sessions of the Legislature, 
but it provides that members shall not 
receive over $120 compensation each 
for tbe session. This limit is now very 
nearly reached and it the session is 
prolonged beyond tbia week members 
will receive no compensation. A deter- 
mined effort will be made this week 
to break t'ue deadlock and if it is not 
successful the Legislature may adjourn 
sine die next Friday. 
Should that 


occur Oregon will have bat one United 
States Senator in the next Congress as 
tbe United States Senate has estab- 
lished the rnle that Senators appointed 
by Governors of States in which Legis- 
latures hare failed to elect shall not be 
admitted to seats in the Senate. Mon- 
tana, Washington and Delaware have 
bad bat one Senator each in Congress 
for a whole session because of the 
failure of their State Legislatures to 
elect and it is not probable that Oregon 
will have more than one in the next 
Congress. 
This will strengthen the 


silver men in the Senate, as the Legis- 
lature elected by Mr. Banna's cam- 
paign fund in Oregon if overwhelm- 
ingly Republican and its choice for 
Senator is between gold standard men. 


HONESTY OK THRIFT. 


Says Representative de Armond, 


Justice Shiras has changed his mind in 
such a way, to lift from wealth a tax of 
from $40,000,000 to $60,000,000 a year 
and transfer it to poverty and toil. 
Men may change their minds, but 
when $40,000,000 to $60,000,000 are in 
tbe scale and a trained judge without 
farther argument and additional light, 
changes his mind,* why should there 
not be comment upon it? Misname 
will be kept alive not ID honor, but be- 
cause the American people have been 
outraged by him. 


The Examiner commenting upon this 


says, "we do not consider that Justice 
Shiras is to be visited with especial 
blame because he thought in April that 
the income tax was constitutional and 
in May it was not, and wo cannot join 
with Representative de Armond in hia 
insinuations," and further, "a judge 
should keep bis mind |open as long as 
the case is before him." 
This latter 


part we sincerely believe. 
A judge's 


mind should ever be ready to hear and 
weigh evidence, and be may proceed 
with the weighing even if he hears 
nothing, but no one can deny that the 
eminent jurist was very unfortunate in 
baving to reverse himself in so short a 
time. 
He may have been honest, but 


the'truth is, we believe, the American 
people by a very large majority think 
he did "hear" something, and that he 
did not need to weigh it in order to tell 
what it was worth. We presume this 
is considered .anarchism by onr Re- 
publican frieSas, bat "a spade is a 
•pade" and tbe truth ia tbe truth. The 
"plain people" do not reposd any re- 
markable degree of faith in 
Shirai.

Cloan-cut Views of u Woll Known 


Kducntor. 


EDITOR JOTONAL:— On account of 


hard times, some good citizens are ad 
vooatlug scant appropriations for our 
State University for the ensuing two 
years. It higher education and techni- 
cal training were simply an expense, 
like the payment of salaries to execu- 
tive and clerical officers, they would 
undoubtedly be right. But are not up 
propriations for tha University in tbe 
nature of permanent and necessary in- 
vestments— investments for better citi- 
zens and a more prosperous State — 
rather than mere expenditures ? 


Asa citizen, not officially connected

been in the past, it is no longer a local 
institution, in its membership or in its 
work and usefulness. It is rapidly at- 
Burning the work and proportions of u 
real university. In its mining, agricul- 
tural and business departments, it is 
preparing onr young people for tbe 
skillful and practical development of 
the industries on which our State must 
depend for its fntuie material prosper- 
ity. Tbe training being given in other 
departments lays tbe foundation of 
various useful 
professions, making 


;houghtfnl and intelligent citizens; 
and at tbe same time the future teach- 
ers of our State are being trained for 


weighty task of rightly developing 


and molding the minds of our future 
citizens. And in oonnection with all 
heee phases of useful work, there is 
upbuilding in the membership of the 
University, a spint of patriotism, that 
means oitizens who love Nevada and 
lave faith in her future. 


The individual who 
would 
have 


something, must himself get it. So 
must a Slate. Lee us get what special 
egislation we can from Uncle Sam; 
iut let us not forget that the major 
part of any prosperity we are to have 
must come from what we aro to do for 
ourselves.

If in 
time of peace we should prepare for 
war, much more iti time of depression 
should we lay broad and deep the foun- 
dation for prosperity.

The armature 
and shafts are integral parts and the 
breakage of the shaft necessarily means 
a new armature and shaft, or machine. 
This dynamo has run continuously for 
seven years, and coat at that time $1,800. 
The company'will lose* no time in re- 
pairing the old or providing a new 
machine. Meantime the lighting sys- 
tem of Reno ia so welt nigh perfect that 
except for the looks of the thing no 
serious inconvenience will result, as 
our people can get along very nicely by 
burning gas.
